Our men, however, were in high spirits, and 
would willingly have endured any hardships as 
loner as there was a chance of meeting the ene- 
my3 Our expedition, thus far, had been very 
successful. 
We had had two or three brushes 


with the Indians, had killed and taken some 4o 
or 50 of them, and the taste of blood seemed 
only to excite thirst fo.r more. 


We had marched some two hours Ionger,cros- 


sintr dense swamps,skirting dark hammocks and 
fording deep creeks, when our guide suddenly 
stopped and pointed out to T. and myself, who 
were in advance, the thin smoke of the Indian 
fires curling amongst the trees of a large ham- 
mock just in our front. Dispositions were|imme- 
diately made for attacking them. The utmost 
silence was enjoined and we commenced our ap- 
proach—owing to the thicknessof the hammock, 
it was impossible for us to tell whether we had 
been discovered or not; but as the Indians were 
generally on the "qui vive," we felt confident 
they knew of our approach,and expected to have 
striking proof when within suitable distance.— 
The ground over which we had to pass, was 
entirely clear,not a tree, not a bush even offered 
themselves for our protection, and as we ar- 
proached to within 150 yards of the hammock, 
our feelings were strung to the highest pitch.— 
A few yards brorght us to an uncomlortable ap- 
proximation with the Indian's rifle,and the firmly 
set teeth and compiessed brow, showed that the 
whistling of the balls would be far preferable to 
this state of suspense. We gained the edge of the 
hammock without receiving their fire, when we 
again breathed freely,as it was certain that we had 
not been discovered', and could therefore meet 
them more on an equality.

the Seminole reposed in fancied security, were 
now stretched the dead bodies of four or five of 
their bravest warriors—the dark blood oozing 
from their wounds; while ata little distance, 
stood four others under a strong guard—all main- 
taining; that stoical indifference for which they 
areso famed. 


The object of our expedition had now in a 


great measure been attained; their huts -were 
fired; their canoes destroyed, and nothing re- 
mained fot us but to return. This, however, 
was no trifling matter. It was near sunset — 
Our boats were twelve miles distant, and we 
weie already much fatigued. Add to this, one 
of our prisoners, a young squaw, had been acci- 
dentally shot through the body during the firing 
—and it was feared that she would not "be able 
to walk. 
Success, however, together with a. 


pretty good amount.of spoils, kept our men in 
good" spirits. 
Some had fine muslrn dresses, 


worked caps, aprons, &c. torn undoubtedly by 
the savages from the bodies of their victims, 
flung across their shoulders, while others carried 
bow°and arrows, hunting dresses, axes, hatch- 
ets, in fine whatever appeared to them of the 
most value.
